The city administration attest- 
ed the extent of their faith in the 
commissioner system of govern- 
ment on Tuesday evening.

“P, L. D.” asks me whether I re- 
member “Wick.” No, I confess igno- 
rance! Who is Wick? Surely your 
correspondent does not expect this 
great question to be judged and set- 
tled on some silly little statement of 
any number of irreponsible little 
Wicks! Such puerile arguments put 
your correspondent in much the same 
position as the man mentioned by Ad- 
dison “who was not a cabinet minis- 
ter, but only a mountebank” and who 
“set up a stal’ and sold pills that were 
very good against the earthquake!" 

But now we arrive at two priceless 
productions of “P, lL. D.'s” fertile im- 
agination. I certainly cannot let them 
pass unnoticed. 

Your showman draws aside the cur- 
tain and invites us to take a glance 
at the ults of the last century of 
Tory rule, during which he says Tre- 
land lost 5,000,000 of people, 600,000 
farmers were evicted, two famines, 
hundreds of thousands carried across 
to America in famine ships, “We 
knocked at the door of the Tory sen- 
ate house,” he says, “and we knocked 
in vain?’ 

Sir, I am not usually given to the 
use of strong language but in view of 
tch a statement, LI cannot refrain 
from stating that the foulness of the 
lie of that ciosing sentence is equalled 
only by the mendacity and temerity 
of any self-respecting man, with all 
the facts of history at his command 
daring to recite it in the columns of a 
respectable print, for the deleciation 
of respectable citizens, 

I have made a serious charge; let 
me ,as briefly ; the subject will ad- 
mit, offer a few facts in substantia- 
tion. 

The Ireland's terrible 
scourge ot famine ‘unparalleled in 
Europe in this or any other age,” 
opened with a black outlook, Nature, 
not.the wicked British people, had 
been brutal to her, Three-fourths of 
the potato crop, the food of the peo- 
ple, had failed, also only two-thirds 
of the usual wheat crop had been har- 
vested. The estimated loss on these 
two crops for 1846 was $80,000,000, 
or caleulated by weight, 8,500,000 tons 
of potatoes, and above 6,200,000 quor- 
ters of oats. 

What role the poor maligned British 
government played in essaying this 
dire calamity I cannot conceive, but 
“EB, ih. 1."" insists that it was the di- 
rect result of “Tory misrule.”’ That, 
then, was the cause; now what of the 
effect, and what did the wicked Bri- 
tish government do to fight it? 

1 shall not refer to the striking 
manner that the great heart of the 
British people was stirred and succor 
atforded thereby, I shall confine my 
reply to the efforts of the government. 

Sir Robert Peel (Tory), prime min- 
ister, and after him Lord John Rus- 
sell (Liberal) with wonderful fore- 
signt, realized that the social machin- 
ery in Ireland was altogether inade- 
quate to deal with the demands which 
were bound to follow the black har- 
vest. The churches were a neglible 
quantity owing to sectarian animosi- 
ties which had long prevented the co- 
operation of the clergy. The govern- 
ment (before any appeal reached 
them from Ireland) at once took pre- 
cautionary measures against the ap- 
prehended scarcity and distress. 
Stores of Indian meal were consider- 
ably but secretly bought in foreign 
markets and poured into Ireland and 
supplied to the people from govern- 
ment depots. The import duty on 
corn was immediately suspended. 
Many millions of dollars were yoted 
for employment o) public relief 
forks; the navigation laws were sus- 
pended. Loans were effec.ed for the 
improvement of private estates; ex- 
tension of drainage works and the re- 
claiming of waste lands; encourage- 
ment was given to fisheries, and an 
improved poor law, Relief commit- 
tees were created in every district 
empowered to levy rates, to receive 
subscriptions and public grants and 
to distribute rations to the people not 
requiring as a condition of relief, the 
test of labor. During the spring, too, 
thousands upon thousands of tons of 
seed potatoes and corn were distrib- 
uted free of cost among Irish peas- 
ants to enable them to plant their 
lands, 

It is computed that 4,000,000 souls 
were thus saved from starvation by 
government aid alone, Add to this Lhe 
hundreds of thousands that filled the 
workhouses, and the many thousands 
that were fed by charitable agencies, 
and contrast the “total with "P. L. 
D.'s" “knocking at the door in vain" 
story! 

8o extensive, indeed, were the re- 
lief works that when parliament met 
in the spring the house was confront- 
ed with unauthorized expenditure of 
over $60,000,000, In the following 
autumn, on the petition of the Irish 
farmers themselves, the public relief 
works were stopped in order that they 
might get laborers to reap their corn 
and harvest the crops, 

It is all too true that In the south- 
ern and western parts of the country 
the population was decimated, Scenes 
were enacted worthy of the page of 
Josephus and Thucydides. Thousands 
perished, but hundreds of thousands 
were preserved, Private benefactions 
from Great Britain were muniticent 
and princely, but even these would 
not have saved Ireland for a week. 
It was the Labor act, the work of the 
Imperial parliament, that saved Ire- 
land—a detail of history of which 
“P. IL. D.” knows nothing of, or 
worse, wilfully forgets! 

Now, “P. L. D.,” wherein lies the 
truth of your infamous statement that 
Irishmen knocked at the door of the 
Tory senate house and knocked in 
vain and were left to die like dogs? 

Lastly, as “P. L. D.’s reference to 
the Belfast volunteers, to the Boer 
war and the Roman Catholic regi- 
ments at the Tugela and Spion Kop 
who “saved the British Empire” 
(whatever that may mean) is most 
unfortunate for his case. 

I know that the flower of our na- 
tional manhood was fighting a deadly 
foe in defence of our common heri- 
tage; I also know that whilst those 
brave fellows were fighting and suf-

I remember, too, that every Irish and 
British widow's lamentation, every 
orphan’s cry over the loss ef husband 
or father, was silenced amid the de- 
risive cheers of the Irish Nationalist 
party, 

Yes, P. L. D., I remember all this 
and more. As 4 citizen of this great 
and heaven-blest Empire, I am deeply 
grateful to the thousands of brave 
Roman Catholics who found a hero's 
grave, not only in South Affica, but 
on every battlefield the world over, on 
which they fought for the honor of 
the homeland, and phequeathed to us 
this the greatest Empire that the 
world has ever seen (May their souls 
rest in peace, and may the memory 
of their noble example ever burn 
brightly and be a guiding light to 
their fellow countrymen throughout 
the world.

SCHOOL BOARD TONIGHT. 

Lengthy discussion at Thursday 
night's meeting of the Wdmonton 
Public School Board is anticipated in 
connection with the proposal of Géo. 
Kk. Turner, building commissioner, 
that his present office be abolished, 
and that he be appointed architect 
or consulting architect at a salary of 
$4,500 a year. For this amount he 
would prepare all plans and specifi- 
cations required, and supervise the 
erection of buildings up to the value 
of $500,000 per annum. 

One of the trustees stated to the 
Bulletin yesterday that there was 
every likelihood of this year's bulld- 
ing expenditure amounting to $800,- 
000, In other years it has reached 
a much higher figure. If Mr. 
Turner's fees under the new arrange- 
ment be the regular architect's fees 
of 5 per cent., the board would have 
to pay him $15,000, in addition to 
the yearly salary of $4,500, Esti- 
mating this year’s building program 
at $800,000, the board by the new 
arrangement, fees being reckoned at 
5 per cent., would have to pay out 

9,500, less a saving of $3,506, the 
of the operation of Mr. Turner's 
department last year, and of the 
building commissioner's salary. 

It is the question of the fees to be 
paid to Mr. Turner under the new 
arrangement for buildings in excess 
of $500,000 a year upon which there 
is expected to be a _  alfference of 
opinion. If the buitding program 
averages $800,000 a year, Mr. Turner, 
under the new plan, would receive 
(on a 5 per cent. basis) $19,500 a 
year for the services of his office, be- 
sides being at liberty to practice as 
an architect on his account.

CONSTABLE EFFECTED 
ARREST BY CLEVER RUSE 


Is Wanted for Many Crimes 
United States — $1,000 on 
His Head 


Selkirk, Man,, May 6.—The bandit 
of Balsam Bay, who has terrorized the 


inhabitants of the neighborhood along 
the southeast shores of Lake Winni- 
peg for years, a notoriou: criminal 
who has hidden from justice in a rude 
fort-like dug-out and who has passed 
here under the name of John Dudzea, 
was arrested and brought to Selkirk 
last night by Provincial Constable 
John Sturlaugsson. Dudzea has been 
the terror of the countryside for years 
Dut it was only after his lucky cap- 
ture, single-handed, by Sturlaugsson, 
that his real identity as a badly want- 
ed criminal with a price on his head 
Was suspected and this will probably 
be contirmed by a positive identifica- 
tion at Winnipeg. 
Story of Arrest, 

Sturiaugsson's story of the arrest 
of his man at the door of his bastion- 
like dug-out reads like a page from 
Conan Doyle, Saturday, this man, 
who went about only at night and al- 
ways armed ,accused a neighbor, Wm. 
Thomas, of stealing a revolver and 
afterwards attempted to stab him. 
Thomas came to Selkirk and swore 
out a warrant ,then guided the con- 
stable to the bandit’s retreat, on a 
lonely homestead in the forest, five 
miles inland from Balsam Bay, 

Fierce Struggle Follows, 

To the fact that Constable Sturl- 
augsson found his man outside’ the 
fort in which he lurked, he possibly 
owes his life. He drove as near as 
possible to the place and leaving the 
driver, proceeded stone. Suddenly a 


man, who proved to be Dudzea, con- 
fronted him with an upraised rifle. In 
the conversation that followed, the 


constable represented himself as a po- 
litical canvasser and gradually got 
near enough to Dudzea to spring upon 
him, The criminal then drew a heavy 
dagger and succeeded in inflicting a 
slight flesh wovr4 before he was over- 
powered and shackled. Even then a 
fierce rough and tumble fight follow- 
ed. Sturlaugsson then searched the 
man, 

On his person and lying behind 
the log breastwork that fronted his 
dug-out he found two repeating army 
rifles, both fully loaded, a shot-gun, 
two daggers and two hundred rounds 
of shells, 

Well-Educated Man. 

The dug-out was the rudest sort of 
habitation, without a Nght and hard- 
ly any conveniences of life, although 
the man is an intelligent and seem- 
ingly educated man. In frent of the 
single opening of the hut.was built 
a _breastwork of logs with  port- 
holes. 

Six years ago the man filed on the 
homestead, and since that time he 
has remained there, never going out 
by day. He is unshaven and un- 
kempt with what appears to be the 
whole six years’ growth of beard un- 
touched. He has terrorized the 
neighborhood, buying a few neces- 
saries of life from them ac times, but 
more often raiding their barns and 
cabins by night. A cow and a caf 
were found by the constable, the cow 


dead, but her bedy still warm. She 
appeared to have died from starva~ 


A loaf and a few vegetables 
were all the articles of food found. 
He had on him an old fifty dollar 
bill and a few do‘tlars in change. 
Articles ,that led to identification 
and evidence of former and more 
far-reaching crimes were found and 
taken. Even after the manacled 
prisoner was subdued and shackled, 
he continued his efforts to escape 
and was with difficulty brought to 
Selkirk.

The sight of a small army of ardent 
folks scattering to. the four corners 
of the city with each his or her little 
Norway poplar in charge would be to 
a stranger hereabouts an inspiration 
he could not easily shake off, let alone 
to thosswho live in the midst of prep- 
aration for civic beauty the year 
round. 

These silver leaf poplars are casily 
taken care of. They are in a staie of 
perfect preservation when one gets 
them, and with each is given comp:ete 
instructions for their rearing. ‘To 
buy these trees one would expect to 
pay 75 cents or $1.
